THE    EXPORT    TRADE    IN    MANUFACTURES    OF    THE  UNITED 
KINGDOM,   GERMANY   AND   THE    UNITED  STATES 


This  Memorandum  analyses  the  course  of  the  export  trades  in  leading  manufactures  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the  United  States  in  order  to  illustrate  (a)  The  comparative  growth 
of  the  export  trade  in  the  principal  manufactures  under  the  tariff  systems  of  the  three  countries ; 

(b)  The  magnitude  and  growth  of  the  trade  of  these  countries  with  groups  of  protected  countries  ; 

(c)  The  growth  of  German  trade  in  manufactures  with  the  central  European  group  of  countries  with 
which  Germany  has  special  commercial  treaties  ;  (d)  The  extent  and  growth  of  the  trade  of  each 
country  with  the  British  Empire  since  the  adoption  of  Colonial  preferences.  The  ofTicial  trade 
returns  of  each  country  have  been  used  throughout  the  Memorandum. 
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SUMMARY 

1.  The  annual   average   increases  of   exports    of    manufactures  between   1883-87    and  Increases  in 
1903-07  have  been: — United  Kingdom  £80  millions  or  41  per  cent.,  Germany  £98  millions  or  Exports  of 
102  per  cent.,  United  States  £94  millions  or  294  per  cent.                                 '  Manufactures 

2.  Taking  the  test  of  excess  of  exports  of  manufactures  over  imports  in  the  same  period  the   Excess  of  Exports 
increases  have  been  :  United  Kingdom  £20  millions  or  15  per  cent,  and  Germany  £69  millions  or 

130  pf  r  cent.    In  the  case  of  the  United  States  an  import-excess  of  £31  millions  has  become  an 
export-excess  of  £24  millions.

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3.  The  exports  of  manufactures  to  protected  foreign  markets  have  increased  between  1895 
and  1907  as  follows  : — United  Kingdom  by  £29  millions  or  37  per  cent. ;  Germany  by  £64  J  millions  or 
112  per  cent.  ;  United  States  by  £33  millions  or  330  per  cent.  Excluding  the  trade  with  tiermanv 
and  the  United  States  in  order  to  measure  the  exports  of  manufactures  to  identical  protected  foreign 
markets  (viz.  France,  Austria- Hungary,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal,  Russia,  Holland 
and  Belgium)  the  increases  have  been  as  follows  : — United  Kingdom  by  £17  millions,  Germany 
by  £53  millions.  United  States  by  £23  millions. 

4.  The  German  exports  of  all  goods  (manufactures  and  all  other  commodities)  to  the  German 
Treaty  States  (viz.  Austria-Hungary,  Switzerland,  Russia,  Belgium,  Italy,  Roumania,  Servia  and 
Greece)  increased  by  an  annual  average  of  £49  millions  or  106  per  cent.,  since  the  Caprivi  treaties  came 
into  operation  while  the  increased  exports  from  other  coimtries  to  these  same  States  have  been  : — 
France  by  £17^  millions  or  46  per  cent.  ;  United  States  by  £13  milhons  or  108  per  cent.  ;  United 
Kingdom  by  £12  millions  or  52  per  cent.  The  German  exports  of  manufactures  alone  to  these 
Treaty  States  have  risen  in  the  seventeen  years  from  £28  millions  to  £70  millions — an  increase  of 
£42  millions  or  over  150  per  cent. 

5.  The  exports  of  manufactures  from  each  country  to  British  Empire  markets  (outside  the 
United  Kingdom)  increased  as  follows  between  1895  and  1907  : — United  Kingdom  by  £59  millions 
or  95  per  cent.  ;  Germany  by  £6  millions  or  135  per  cent.  ;  United  States  by  £26  millions  or 
315  per  cent. 

6.  The  exports  of  manufactures  to  all  other  non-British  markets  (i.e.  mainly  those  known 
as  the  neutral  markets  such  as  South  America,  the  Far  East,  etc.),  increased  as  follows  ; — United 
Kingdom  by  £52  milhons  or  100  per  cent.  ;  Germany  by  £34  milhons  or  140  per  cent.  ;  United 
States  by  £36  milhons  or  nearly  300  per  cent. 

7.  The  expansion  in  the  United  Kingdom  exports  of  manufactures  has  been  most  marked 
in  the  trade  with  British  Possessions  and  neutral  countries  (such  as  the  Far  East  and  South  America). 
The  increases  between  1885  and  1907  were  : — To  protected  foreign  countries  from  £71  to  £107  millions 
or  51  per  cent.  ;  to  British  Possessions  from  £71  to  £121  millions  or  69  per  cent.  ;  to  neutral  markets 
£44  to  £104  millions  or  136  per  cent.  To  the  United  States  the  increase  has  been  from  £19  to  £24| 
millions  or  27  per  cent.  Thus  whereas  in  1885  the  United  Kingdom  exports  of  manufactures 
to  protected  foreign  countries  were  of  the  same  value  as  those  to  British  Possessions,  in  1907  they 
were  £14  millions  less. 

8.  The  greatest  development  of  the  German  export  trade  in  manufactures  has  been  with  the 
Treaty  States  (see  para.  4).  The  German  exports  of  manufactures  to  the  United  Kingdom  have 
increased  between  1890  and  1907  from  £21  to  £34  millions  or  67  per  cent.  ;  to  non-Treaty  States  on 
the  Continent  from  £22  to  £45  millions  or  104  per  cent.  ;  and  to  the  United  States  from  £17  to  £26 
millions  or  52  per  cent. 

9.  The  chief  increases  in  United  States  exports  of  manufactures  between  1885  and  1907  have 
been  : — To  Canada  by  £21  millions  ;  to  the  British  Empire  as  a  whole  by  £49  millions  ;  to  European 
protected  countries  by  £35  millions  ;  and  to  other  countries  by  £38J  millions. 

10.  An  analysis  of  the  leading  15  groups  of  manufactures  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom 
to  identical  protected  markets  as  compared  with  those  exported  from  Germany  and  the  United 
States  shows  the  following  increases  during  the  last  twelve  years  :  United  Kingdom  from  £26|  to 
£38  millions  or  44  per  cent.  ;  Germany  from  £32|  to  £73^  millions  or  125  per  cent.  ;  United  States 
from  £1J  to  £7|  millions  or  500  per  cent.  To  identical  British  Empire  markets  the  increases 
were  : — United  Kingdom  from  £52  to  £100  milhons,  or  91  per  cent.  ;  Germany  from  £4  to  £9i 
millions,  or  129  per  cent. ;  United  States  from  £4|  to  £20  milhons,  or  359  per  cent. 

11.  The  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  have  made  about  the  same  increase  during  the  last 
twelve  years  in  their  exports  of  iron  and  steel  goods  (excluding  machinery),  but  the  rate  of  increase 
has  been  much  more  rapid  in  the  case  of  Germany.  In  1895  the  United  Kingdom  trade  was  39  per 
cent,  more  than  the  combined  German  and  United  States  trade;  in  1907  it  was  14  per  cent.  less.  In 
1895  the  United  Kingdom  iron  and  steel  exports  to  protected  markets  were  £3  millions  more  than 
those  of  Germany  ;  they  are  now  £5  millions  less.  By  far  the  largest  increase  in  the  United  Kingdom 
iron  and  steel  trade  has  l)ecn  with  British  Empire  markets  though  the  United  States  trade  with  Canada 
is  now  more  than  twenty  times  as  large  as  in  1885. 

12.  The  United  Kingdom  is  still  the  largest  exporter  of  machinery  but  whereas  in  1895  the 
exports  of  Germany  and  the  United  States  were  together  £6  millions  less  than  those  of  the  United 
Kingdom  they  are  now  £15  millions  more.  In  machinery  as  in  iron  and  steel  goods  Germany  has  taken 
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from  the  United  Kingdom  the  leading  place  in  protected  markets.    The  United  Kingdom  trade 
with  British  Empire  markets  is  being  rapidly  overhauled  by  the  United  States. 

13.  The  United  Kingdom  exports  of  cotton  manufactures  were  nearly  seven  times  as  large  Cottons 
as  the  German  in  1895  and  are  now  4|  times  as  large  and  still  predominate  in  both  Far  Eastern  and 
British  Empire  markets.     In  all  cases  the  German  rate  of  increase  is  considerably  larger  than 

the  British,  and  German  progress  is  most  evident  in  Continental  and  the  British  home  markets. 
The  British  exports  to  identical  protected  markets  have  increased  from  £7  to  £11  millions  and  the 
German  from  £4  to  £8-J-  millions. 

14.  The  exports  of  woollen  manufactures  from  the  United  Kingdom  are  still  much  larger  than  Woollens 
those  from  Germany,  but  they  have  increased  less  rapidly.    The  United  Kingdom  exports  to  protected 
markets  have  declined  in  the  last  twelve  years  by  £5  millions  or  42  per  cent. ;  those  of  Germany 

have  increased  by  £1,000,000  or  22  per  cent.  To  identical  protected  markets  United  Kingdom 
exports  are  now  £645,000  less  than  those  from  Germany  ;  in  1895  they  were  £6,000,000  more.  To 
British  Empire  markets  the  United  Kingdom  exports  have  more  than  doubled.  In  the  United 
Kingdom  export  trade  with  protected  markets  a  rapidly  increasing  proportion  consists  of  semi- 
finished goods  and  a  decreasing  proportion  of  fully-manufactured  goods.  In  1895  the  exports  of 
yarns  and  tops  to  protected  markets  represented  40  per  cent,  and  finished  manufactures  60  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  of  the  woollen  exports.    These  proportions  are  now  almost  exactly  reversed. 

15.  The  United  Kingdom  exports  of  linen  manufactures  have  increased  by  £2  millions  or  37  Linens 
per  cent.  ;  the  German  increase  has  been  nearly  £600,000  or  61  per  cent.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  United 
Kingdom  trade  is  with  protected  markets,  chiefly  the  United  States.    The  United  Kingdom  still 
holds  the  linen  trade  of  the  British  Empire  markets. 

16.  The  German  exports  of  silk  manufactures  are  3|  times  those  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  Silks 
value,  and  show  an  increase  of  £1J  millions  in  the  last  twelve  years  as  compared  with  the  British 
increase  of  £600,000.    The  largest  German  protected  market  is  the  United  States,  but  both  German 

and  British  exports  to  that  country  have  declined.    The  British  exports  to  markets  within  the 
Empire  are  stagnant,  while  Germany's  have  more  than  doubled. 

17.  Germany  retains  her  place  as  the  largest  exporter  of  apparel.    Her  exports  to  protected  Apparel 
markets  have  increased  by  £1J  millions,  while  the  British  exports  have  increased  by  £260,000.  On 

the  other  hand,  the  United  Kingdom  is  still  predominant  in  British  Empire  markets. 

18.  Germany  is  the  largest  exporter  both  of  leather  and  leather  manufactures,  but  while  Leather 
she  has  increased  her  exports  of  leather  by  £4|^  millions,  her  exports  of  manufactures  have  fallen 

by  £270,000.  On  the  other  hand,  the  United  States  has  increased  her  exports  of  leather  by  £3| 
millions,  and  of  manufactures  by  nearly  £2|  millions.  The  United  Kingdom  exports  of  leather 
have  increased  by  £1J  millions  and  of  manufactures  by  £1  million.  Most  of  the  German  trade  and 
increase  is  with  protected  markets. 

19.  The  export  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  india-rubber  goods  is  a  steadily  growing  one  India-rubber  Gootfs 
with  all  groups  of  markets  and  is  now  twice  as  large  as  it  was  in  1895.    German  progress  however 

has  been  more  rapid,  and  the  exports  of  Germany  now  exceed  those  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
increases  in  the  last  twelve  years  have  been  :  United  Kingdom  £840,000  ;  Germany  £1;^  millions  ; 
United  States  nearly  £1  million. 

20.  Both  relatively  and  absolutely  the  growth  in  the  German  exports  of  paper  and  Paper  and 
stationery  has  been  much  larger  than  that  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  increases  have  been  :  Stationery 
Germany  £4|  millions.  United  States  £1^  millions,  United  Kingdom  £1|-  millions.     More  than 

half  the  German  increase  is  with  protected  markets.  The  United  States  exports  show  an  increase  of 
£900,000  to  the  British  Empire  since  1895,  of  which  nearly  £400,000  is  to  the  United  Kingdom  and 
£500,000  to  the  rest  of  the  British  Empire,  principally  Canada. 

21.  The  export  of  chemicals  from  Germany  has  made  far  greater  advance  than  that  of  the  Chemicals 
United  Kingdom  or  the  United  States.    The  increases  in  the  last  twelve  years  have  been  :  Germany 

£11 J  millions.  United  Kingdom  £5i  millions,  United  States  £2J  millions.  German  exports  which 
were  £2  millions  larger  than  those  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1895  are  now  £7|  millions  larger.  The 
United  Kingdom  trade  with  protected  markets  has  remained  practically  stationary,  while  the  German 
trade  has  nearly  doubled. 

22.  The  United  States  has  become  a  larger  exporter  of  wood  manufactures  than  Germany,  Manufactures  of 
and  her  exports  are  nearly  twice  as  large  as  those  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Wood 
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23.  Germany  maintains  her  supremacy  in  the  export  of  glass  and  glassware.  The  increases 
in  the  last  twelve  years  have  been:  Germany  £U  millions,  United  States  £350,000;  United 
Kingdom  £600,000.  German  exports  to  protected  countries  are  from  five  to  six  times  as  large  as  those 
from  the  United  Kingdom. 

24.  German  exports  of  china  and  chinaware,  which  were  less  than  those  of  the  United  Kingdom 
twelve  years  ago,  are  now  nearly  double.  The  United  Kingdom  increase  has  been  £800,000, 
and  the  German  increase  £3J  millions.  United  Kingdom  exports  to  protected  markets  have  declined 
while  those  of  Germany  have  nearly  trebled,  and  are  about  three  times  as  large  as  the  United 
Kingdom  exports. 

Musical  Instruments  25.  German  exports  of  musical  instruments  are  eleven  times  as  large  as  those  of  the  United 

Kingdom,  and  have  increased  by  80  per  cent,  in  the  last  twelve  years. 

(A)    METHOD  OF  INVESTIGATION 

A  Memorandum  published  in  the  I'^irst  Fiscal  Blue  Book  (British  and  Foreign  Trade  and 
Industry — Cd.  1761)  analysed  the  exports  of  manufactures  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
protected  and  unprotected  markets.  A  Memorandum  published  in  the  Second  Fiscal  Blue  Book 
(British  and  Foreign  Trade  and  Industry — Cd.  2337)  showed  the  total  exjjorts  of  manufactures 
from  Germany,  France  and  the  United  States  to  protected  and  other  markets,  but  no  attempt 
was  made  to  analyse  these  totals  and  show  the  exports  of  particular  groups  of  articles  to  particular 
groups  of  countries.  It  was  indeed  explained  that  to  do  this  in  the  case  of  Germany  would  be 
"  a  most  laborious  undertaking."* 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  this  more  detailed  examination  has  been  under- 
taken by  the  Tariff  Commission  and  is  published  in  the  present  Memorandum.  Similar  information 
tabulated  on  a  comparable  basis  is  given  in  regard  to  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States.  The  materials  are  thus  made  available  for  the  consideration  of  the  questions  whether 
the  tariffs  of  Germany,  the  United  States  and  other  protected  countries  have  restricted  their 
exportation  of  manufactured  goods  and  whether  the  incidence  of  foreign  import  duties  falls  more 
heavily  upon  British  manufactures  than  upon  those  of  United  States  and  German  origin. 

Definition  of  For  the  purpose  of  the  present  Memorandum  the  figures  relating  to  the  United  Kingdom 

"  Manufactures  "  are  retabulated  from  the  Annual  Statement  of  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  definition  of 
"  manufactures  "  is  for  the  United  Kingdom  that  adopted  in  the  last  issue  of  this  Annual  Statement 
and  all  these  items  have  been  tabulated  for  the  years  1885,  1895,  1905,  1906  and  1907.  The 
definition  of  "  manufactures  "  in  the  German  returns  is  known  to  vary  in  important  respects 
from  the  British  definition.  Thus  pig  iron  and  steel  billets  which  are  "  uianufactures  "  in  the 
British  returns  are  "  raw  materials  "  in  the  German  returns.  In  the  main  however  and  to  the 
extent  of  about  95  per  cent,  of  the  trade  the  classifications  are  identical,  and  the  two  sets  of  figures 
are  therefore  substantially  comparable.  There  is  no  available  list  of  the  commodities  which 
compose  the  group  Fabrikate  (manufactures)  in  the  German  returns  prior  to  1907.  but  by  a  careful 
examination  of  the  exports  of  manufactures  item  by  itom  a  list  has  been  drawn  up  and  its  accuracy 
is  assured  by  the  fact  that  it  gives  a  total  identical  to  the  last  unit  with  the  Gernum  official  total. 
Where  similar  groups  of  manufactures  are  compared  in  the  three  countries,  care  has  been  taken  to 
make  them  substantially  alike.  Thus  British  "paper  and  stationery "  is  compared  with  German 
"  paper,"  these  official  designations  being  found  to  include  similar  items. 

The  "  laborious  "  character  of  the  undertaking  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the 
trade  of  Germany  with  each  country  is  contained  in  a  separate  volume,  and  to  ascertain  the  total 
of  the  German  exports  of  manufactures  to  any  one  country  it  was  necessary  to  extract  and  deal 
with  some  six  hundred  separate  items,  a  process  which  had  to  be  repeated  for  each  country 
separately  mentioned  in  this  Memorandum. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  the  form  of  their  returns  permitted  a  procedure  somewhat 
similar  to  that  adopted  in  the  case  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Here  again  the  classification  of 
manufactures  differs  in  some  respects  from  those  of  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the 
totals  are  sufficiently  comparable  while  the  groups  are  practically  identical. 


"As,  however, 
tKe  official  German  trade  accounts  are  published  in  such  a  form  that  an  analysis  of  exports  of  particular  classes 
of  articles  to  particular  groups  of  countries  for  a  series  of  years  would  be  a  most  laborious  undertaking,  the 
present  Memorandum  is  mainly  contined  to  an  analysis  of  total  exports  of  domestic  produce  and  manufactures 
from  the  countries  named  to  the  principal  protected  countries  and  to  all  other  destinations.  Some  information, 
however,  as  to  the  exports  of  manufactured  articles  from  the  United  States  and  France  is  also  given." 
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The  tables  in  this  memorandum  relating  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  have  The  Periods 
been  taken  out  from  the  official  returns  of  each  country  for  the  years  1885,  1895,  1905,  1906,  and  1907.  Compared 

No  comparable  German  figures  are  available  before  1890  and  the  German  tables  have  therefore  been 
taken  out  for  1890,  1895,  1900,  1905,  1906,  and  1907.  Where  comparisons  of  progress  are  made 
between  the  three  countries,  1895 — being  the  first  common  year  for  each  coimtry — is  taken  as  the 
starting  point. 


(B)   EXPORTS,  IMPORTS  AND  EXCESS  OF   EXPORTS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  following  table,  compiled  from  the  official  returns  of  each  country,  shows  the  exports, 
imports,  and  excess  of  exports  of  manufactures  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the  United 
States  for  five-year  periods  since  1883  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  annual  average  increases  of  exports  of  manufactures  during  the 
last  twenty  years  have  been  : — United  Kingdom  £80,  United  States  £94  and  Germany  £98  millions, 
or  in  percentages  41,  294,  and  102  respectively. 

The  annual  average  increases  of  imports  of  manufactures  have  been  : — United  Kingdom 
£60,  United  States  £.39  and  Germany  £29  millions,  or  94,  62  and  68  per  cent,  respectively. 

Both  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  show  throughout  the  period  an  e.xcess  of  exports 
of  manufactures  over  imports,  increasing  by  £20  millions  or  15  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  by  £69  millions  or  130  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  Germany.  The  United  States  has 
only  recently  shown  an  excess  of  exports  and  whereas  in  1883-87  there  was  an  average  excess  of 
imports  of  manufactures  of  £31  millions  per  annum,  in  1903-07  there  was  an  excess  of  exports 
averaging  £24  millions  per  annum. 


*  The  differences  of  classification  to  which  reference  was  made  at  the  beginning  of  this  Memorandum  affect 
the  absolute  values  in  this  table,  but  the  extent  of  the  growth  of  trade  of  each  country  is  substantially  as  shown. 
Thus  on  the  German  classification  of  manufactured  goods  the  German  exports  in  1902  were  £152  millions,  and 
in  1906  £21()  millions,  an  increase  of  £64  millions.  On  the  British  classification,  the  exports  according  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  estimate  (House  of  Commons,  Paper  333,  of  1907)  were  £169  and  £235  milhons  respectively,  an  increase 
of  £66  milhons.  It  should  further  be  noted  that  the  United  States  system  records  imports  at  their  values  in 
the  country  of  consignment;  both  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  record  them  at  their  values  at  the  port 
of  arrival.  This  difference  of  method  lessens  the  recorded  value  of  United  States  imports  in  comparison  with 
those  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany,  but  the  difference  is  not  such  as  to  affect  materially  the  foregoing 
record  of  the  growth  of  the  trade.  In  the  British  figures  of  exports  ships,  etc.,  which  were  not  included  in  the 
trade  returns  before  1899,  have  been  omitted  throughout.

The  absolute  increases  in  the  three  countries  are  of  such  a  magnitude  as  to  be  properly  com- 
parable, but  the  percentage  increases  are  it  will  be  seen,  very  much  larger  in  the  case  of  the  United 
States  and  Germany. 

(C)   DESTINATIONS  OF   EXPORTS  OF  MANUFACTURES 

Exports  to  Taking  out  the  exports  of  manufactures  from  each  country  to  the  principal  protected  markets

The  increase,  it  will  be  seen,  has  been  much  more  rapid  both  absolutely  and  relatively  in 
exports  from  Germany  and  the  United  States  than  in  those  from  the  United  Kingdom.  In  per- 
centages the  increases  are  : — United  Kingdom  37,  Germany  112,  United  States  330. 

Eliminating  both  Germany  and  the  United  States  from  the  foregoing  totals  in  order  to 
obtain  the  exports  of  manufactures  to  identical  protected  markets  in  Europe  (that  is  to  say  France, 
Austria-Hungary,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal,  Russia,  Holland  and  Belgium)  the 
following  results  are  obtained  (in  million  £).

When  the  analysis  is  carried  a  step  further  it  is  found  that  the  German  exports  of  manufactures 
to  the  Treaty  States  (that  is  to  say  Austria- llungarv,  Switzerland,  Russia,  Belgium,  Italy, 
Roumania,  Servia  and  Greece)  have  been  as  follows :— 1890,  £27,900,000;  1895,  £.3O,400,(XK) ; 
1900,  £44,200,000;  1905,  £53,900,000;  1907,  £70,000,000.  There  is  thus  an  increase  to  these 
markets  of  upwards  of  150  per  cent,  in  the  last  17  years. 

On  account  of  the  considerable  labour  involved  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  give 
similar  figures  of  the  exports  of  manufactures  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  to 
the  German  Treaty  States.  But  some  measure  of  the  relative  growth  of  the  trade  and  the  effects 
of  treaties  in  its  promotion  is  obtained  from  the  following  table  of  exports  as  a  whole  to  the 
German  Treaty  States  from  the  United  Kingdom,  Gernumy  and  the  United  States  respectively. 
A  column  has  been  addetl  for  France  in  order  to  obtain  some  further  measure  of  the  influence 
of  contiguity  upon  trade.

Comparing  the  period  1890-92  (the  three  years  before  the  Treaties)  with  the  last  five  years, 
viz.,  1903-07,  it  is  seen  that  the  German  exports  to  the  German  Treaty  States  have 
incraassd  per  annum  by  £49,100,000  or  106  per  cent,  while  the  other  increases  have  been  : — France 
£17,300,000,  United  States  £12,900,000,  United  Kingdom  £12,000,000.*

The  German  and  United  States  totals  in  the  forcfioing  table  consist  solely  of  the  direct  trade 
with  British  Empire  markets  other  than  the  United  Kingdom.  They  do  not  include  the  indirect 
exports  of  German  and  United  States  goods  via  the  United  Kingdom  for  which  there  is  no  figure. 

The  most  remarkable  feature  is  the  increase  in  the  United  States  trade  with  these  British 
Empire  markets.  It  has  grown  by  £26  millions  or  315  per  cent,  in  the  twelve  years.  The  United 
Kingdom  increase  has  also  been  large,  viz.,  by  £59  millions  or  95  per  cent. 

Taking  the  United  Kingdom  alone  the  exports  of  manufactures  to  groups  of  markets  have

It  will  bo  S3en  that  whereas  in  1885  the  exports  of  manufactures  to  foreign  protected  countries 
were  of  the  same  value  as  to  British  Possessions  they  were  in  1907  £14  millions  less,  the  respective 
increases  being  £36  millions  and  £50  millions.  Ak  compared  with  1895  the  increase  to  foreign 
protected  markets  was  £29  millions  and  to  British  Possessions  £59  millions.  The  largest  increase 
has  been  to  neutral  markets  such  as  the  Far  East  and  South  America.  In  1907  the  exports  to 
these  markets  were  £60  millions  more  than  in  1885. 


Exports  to  Taking  Germany,  Holland  and  Belgium  together  (as  is  usual  on  account  of  the  large  amount 

Germany,  of  German  trade  which  is  known  to  be  credited  to  Holland  and  Belgium)  the  exports  of  Britisli 

Holland  and  manufactures  ros3  from  £27,400,000  in  1885,-  £28,400,000  in  1895  and  £34,700,000  in  1905  to 

Belgium  £47,700,000  in  1907.    Later  tables  will  show  to  what  extent  thes3  increases  are  attributable  to

German  Exports  By  far  the  greatest  development  of  the  German  export  trade  in  manufactures  has  been  with 

of  Manufactures  the  European  Treaty  States,  that  is  to  say,  Austria-Hungary,  Switzerland.  Russia  (including  Finland), 
Belgium.  Italy,  Roumania,  Servia  and  Greece.  In  1890  the  value  of  the  manufactures  exported 
to  these  Treaty  States  was  £28  millions  ;  and  in  1907  £70  millions.  To  the  United  Kingdom  the 
increase  has  been  from  £21  to  £34  millions  ;  to  other  European  countries  from  £22  to  £45  millions 
and  to  the  United  States  from  £17  to  £26  millions. 

To  the  British  Empire  as  a  whole  the  (German  increase  since  1890  has  been  £21  millions,  of 
which  £14  millions  relates  to  the  United  Kingdom,  £3  millions  to  India,  Australasia  £2  millions, 
South  Africa  £1  million.

The  increase  in  the  exports  of  United  States  manufactures  has  been  rapid  and  general.  To 
the  British  Empire  as  a  whole  the  increase  during  the  22  years  has  been  £49  millions,  of  which  £21 
milUons  relates  to  Canada  and  £20|  millions  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The  exports  to  European 
protected  countries  have  increased  enormously,  that  is  to  say  by  £35  millions,  and  to  other  markets 
by  £38|  millions.

(D)— ANALYSIS   OF    PRIf\ICIPAL   GROUPS   OF  MANUFACTURES 

The  goncral  character  and  development  of  the  export  trade  of  tlie  United  Kingdom.  Germany 
and  the  United  States  arc  sliovvn  in  the  preceding  tables.  In  order  to  show  more  in  detail  where  and  in 
wliat  classes  of  manufacture.^  the  main  increases  have  taken  place  an  analysis  is  now  made  of  the 
lifteen  principal  groups  of  manufactures.  These  fifteen  groups  are: — iron  and  steel,  machinery, 
cottons  (excluding  yarns),  woollens  (exchuling  yarns),  linens,  silks,  apparel,  leather  and  manufactures, 
india-rubber  goods,  paper  and  stationery,  chemicals,  manufactures  of  wood,  glass  and  glassware, 
china  and  earthenware,  and  musical  instruments.  The  tables  given  in  preceding  sections  relate  to 
exports  of  manufactures  as  a  whole  as  classified  in  the  official  returns  of  each  country.  The  tables 
in  this  section  relate  to  the  principal  groups  only  and  include  approximately  identical  items  of 
manufacture  for  each  country. 

Taking  first  the  total  exports  of  thes3  fifteen  leading  groups  of  manufactures  from  each 
country  we  get  the  following  statement  (in  million  £).

This  separate  analvsis  of  the  15  principal  groups  covers  about  80  per  cent,  of  United  Kingdom 
and  German  exports  of  manufactures  and  45  per  cent,  of  United  States  manufactures.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  exports  of  these  15  groups  has  been  very  much  larger  in  the 
case  of  (Jermany  and  the  United  States  than  the  United  Kingdom.  The  increases  between  1895 
and  1907  have  been ; —

The  German  trade  with  protected  markets  (excluding  the  United  States)  is  thus  nearly  twice 
as  large  as  the  British.

Taking  the  trade  of  each  country  with  the  British  Empire  outside  the  United  Kingdom — 
that  is  to  say  excluding  from  the  German  and  United  States  totals  their  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
— it  is  seen  that  trade  with  the  outlying  portions  of  the  Empire  is  preponderatingly  British.  The 
German  exports  to  these  Empire  markets  is  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  British  and  the  United 
States  a  little  more  than  20  per  cent.  Between  1895  and  1907  there  have  been  the  following

In  their  exports  of  iron  and  steel  and  manufactures  (excluding  machinery)  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Germany  have  made  about  the  same  increase  in  the  past  twelve  years  though  the 
German  rate  of  increase  has  been  much  greater.  In  1895  the  German  trade  was  only  about  60  per 
cent,  of  the  British  ;  in  1907  the  percentage  was  80.  Further  the  British  trade  was  in  1895 
39  per  cent,  more  than  the  combined  German  and  United  States  trade,  while  in  1907  it  was  14  per 
cent.  less.

German  progress  has  been  especially  marked  in  the  exports  to  protected  markets.     In  1895  Exports  to 
the  United  Kingdom  had  by  far  the  largest  trade  with  these  markets,  being  46  per  cent,  larger  Protected  IVarke(3 
than  that  of  Germany.     Germany  now  takes  the  lead  with  a  trade  which  is  30  per  cent,  larger 
than  the  British.    Stated  otherwise  :   In  1895  the  United  Kingdom  exports  to  Protected  Markets 

*  For  the  purpose  of  an  accurate  comparison  of  the  Iron  and  Steel  Trades  of  the  three  countries  hardware 
and  cutlery,  tools  and  implements,  and  arms  and  cycles,  which  are  given  separately  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
returns,  have  been  included  with  the  British  figures  in  this  sub-section.

By  far  the  largest  increase  in  British  trade  has  been  with  British  Empire  markets  :  it  has 
iiirreasL'd  by  142  per  cent,  in  the  twelve  years.     The  German  increase  to  these  markets  has  been 
269  per  cent.     The  most  remarkable  increase  has  been  in  the  case  of  the  United  States,  wliose 
trade  with  the  British  Empire;  (chiefly  Canada)  has  increased  more  than  550  per  cent,  in  the  same 
period.

In  further  illustration  of  the  enormous  progress  of  the  German  export  trade  it  may  be  noted 
that  the  exports  of  iron  and  steel  and  manufactures  to  countries  outside  the  British  Empire  incn^ased 
between  1895  and  1907  from  about  £]2|  to  £34  millions  or  nearly  175  per  cent.  In  the  same  period 
the  British  trade  with  identical  markets  increased  from  £14|  to  £29^  millions  or  100  per  cent. 

Of  the  British  exports  of  iron  and  steel  goods  which  amounted  in  1907  to  52J  millions,  more 
than  one-fifth  consisted  of  partly  manufactured  goods  including  pig  iron,  wrought  iron  and  steel 
ingots  and  blooms.  Since  1885  the  exports  of  partly- manufactured  iron  and  steel  have  increased 
by  £7J  millions  or  over  160  per  cent,  while  in  fully-numufactured  iron  and  steel  the  increase  has 
been  by  £19^  millions  or  91  per  cent.

Protected  foreign  countries  are,  it  will  be  seen,  taking  a  much  smaller  share  of  the  British 
exports  of  the  more  fully  finished  descriptions  of  iron  and  steel.  Neutral  foreign  markets,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  taking  a  correspondingly  increased  share,  while  the  share  taken  by  British 
Possessions  has  changed  little.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  German  exports  in  1907  of  the  semi-finished  and  fully-finished 
classes  taken  together  amounted  to  £42  millions,  or  nearly  three  and  a  half  times  those  of  1890, 
and  nearly  three  times  those  of  1895.

The  exports  of  iron  and  steel  from  the  United  States  have  grown  steadily,  and  are  now  of 
the  value  of  £10^-  millions,  as  compared  with  £1|  millions  in  1885.  The  exports  consist  almost 
entirely  of  fully-manufactured  goods,  and  were  in  1907  directed  as  to  one-half  to  the  British  Empire, 
and  the  other  half  to  other  countries.

The  most  remarkable  United  States  development  has  been  in  the  trade  with  Canada  which 
has  increased  more  than  twentyfold  since  1885.  The  increase  to  non-European  countries,  that  is  to 
say  chiefly  South  America,  has  been  nine  fold.  In  both  cases  the  exports  have  consisted  largely  of 
rails  for  railways,  structural  iron  and  steel,  pipes  and  fittings,  wire,  locks  and  liinges,  &c.,  and  tools. 
Canada  also  takes  a  large  amount  of  sheets  and  plates.

The  total  increase,  it  will  be  seen,  has  been  continuous  and  as  compared  with  1885  amounts 
to  £20|  millions  or  186  per  cent,  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Protected  Foreign  Markets  by  £6|  millions  increase  or  117  per  cent. 

Neutral  Markets  by  £8J  millions  increase  or  384  per  cent. 

British  Possessions  by  £6  millions  increase  or  175  per  cent. 

The  machinery  exports  of  Germany  exceed  £22  millions  in  value,  and  here  also  the  increase  German  Exports 
has  been  very  large  and  general.  The  increase  is  again  greatest  in  the  case  of  the  European  Treaty  of  Machinery 
States,  viz.  :  by  £10  millions  or  nearly  650  per  cent,  between  1890  and  1907.  Other  increases 
have  been  to  protected  markets  generally  (including  some  of  the  Treaty  States)  by  £13  millions 
or  630  per  cent.  ;  to  European  Countries  other  than  the  Treaty  States  by  £4  millions  or  440 
per  cent.  ;  and  to  the  British  Empire  by  £li  millions  or  nearly  elevenfold.  At  the  present 
time  European  countries  take  three-fourths  of  the  whole  of  German  exports  of  machinery.  The

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The  most  important  markets  for  British  yams  are,  it  will  be  seen,  those  of  foreign  protected  Yarn  Exports 
countries  which  now  take  69  per  cent,  of  the  total  as  compared  with  52  per  cent,  in  1885.  The 
growing  importation  of  raw  cotton  into  these  countries*  indicates  the  development  of  their  own 
spinning  industries  and  their  duties  on  yarns  are  still  relatively  lower  than  those  on  manufactures. 
In  the  case  of  Germany  the  increase  has  been  very  large,  especially  in  the  last  few  years.  The 
British  yarn  exports  to  other  foreign  countries  and  British  Possessions  have  declined.  Protected  Manufactures 
markets  which  take  69  per  cent,  of  the  exports  of  British  cotton  yarns  take  only  15  per  cent,  of 
the  manufactures,  and  while  British  Possessions  take  15  per  cent,  of  yarns,  they  take  43  per  cent, 
of  cotton  manufactures.  As  compared  with  1885,  a  smaller  proportion  of  manufactures  is  exported 
to  protected  markets.  The  changes  in  the  distribution  of  the  exports  of  cotton  manufactures  have 
been  as  follow  in  percentages  of  the  whole  : —

There  has  been  an  enormous  increase  in  the  German  exports  of  cotton  manufactures — from  German  Exports  ot 
£7,332,000  in  1890  to  £21,279,000  in  1907.  The  exports  of  cotton  yarns  have  also  increased  con-  Cottons 
siderably  (from  £994,000  to  £1,998,000  in  the  same  period),  but  are  still  relatively  much  smaller 
than  the  exports  of  manufactures.  The  principal  markets  for  German  yarns  are  the  European 
Treaty  States  which  now  take  39  per  cent,  of  the  total  exports  of  yarns  as  compared  with  31  per 
cent,  in  1890.  Next  in  importance  are  the  other  European  countries,  the  exports  to  them  being 
29  per  cent,  of  the  total  as  compared  with  23  per  cent,  in  1890.  The  proportion  of  the  exports  of 
German  yarn  to  the  United  Kingdom  has  fallen  from  34  to  12  per  cent,  of  the  whole.

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The  largest  increase  absolutely  and  relatively  is  in  the  exports  to  the  British  Empire,  chiefly 
the  United  Kingdom.  The  growth  of  the  German  exports  to  each  group  of  markets  may  be  further 
illustrated  by  expressing  the  trade  of  1890  as  100  in  each  case  : —

It  is  seen  that  the  largest  increase  has  been  in  the  exports  to  the  open  markets  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  to  the  British  Empire  as  a  whole.  Next  in  rate  of  increase  comes  the  group  of  European 
States  with  which  Germany  has  treaty  arrangements,  and  last  comes  the  group  of  other  European 
countries  outside  the  Treaty  States  and  the  United  States  with  which  Germany  has  no  reciprocal 
tariff  arrangement. 


United  States  There  are  no  returns  of  exports  of  cotton  yarns  from  the  United  States  for  1885  and  1895. 

Exports  of  Cottons  j jj  ^907  they  amounted  to  £69,000  in  value.  The  United  States  exports  of  cotton  manufactures, 
excluding  wearing  apparel,  in  1907  were  of  the  value  of  £5,170,000.  This  was  a  considerable  fall 
from  the  values  in  1906,  viz.,  £9,664,000,  and  in  1905.  viz.,  £9,341,(X)0.  The  following  table  shows 
that  the  chief  development  has  been  in  the  trade  with  China  and  the  Far  P^ast  generally  ; —

To  non-British  markets  in  the  Far  East  the  United  States  is  the  only  serious  competitor 
with  the  United  Kingdom.  In  1905  and  1906  the  United  States  exports  to  these  markets  exceeded 
£6  millions  in  value,  being  nearly  one-half  that  of  the  British  exports.  There  was  however  a  heavy 
drop  in  the  United  States  trade  in  1907. 

Germany  shows  a  large  increase  in  her  trade  with  other  neutral  foreign  markets,  i.e.,  chiefly 
South  America,  North  Africa  and  Turkey.  Between  1895  and  1907  the  British  exports  to  these 
markets  increased  from  £18-|  to  £26|  milUons  or  43  per  cent.,  while  the  German  increase  was  from 
£2J  to  £5|  millions  or  133  per  cent.  The  United  States  trade  increased  from  £1J  to  £2J  millions 
or  56  per  cent. 

Turning  next  to  British  Empire  markets  the  principal  feature  is  seen  to  be  the  growth  in 
the  German  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  viz.,  from  £1  miUion  to  £4|  millions  between  1895 
and  1907.  Lancashire  retains  practically  the  whole  of  the  trade  with  India,  Ceylon,  the  Straits 
Settlements  and  other  Far  Eastern  markets  within  the  British  Empire,  but  already  Germany  sends 
to  them  cottons  to  the  value  of  nearly  £1  million.  To  the  self-governing  Dominions  and  other 
British  Empire  markets,  the  British  exports  have  risen  from  £6^  millions  to  £11|  millions  between 
1895  and  1907,  while  the  United  States  exports  have  increased  from  £659,000  to  £1,379,000.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  United  Kingdom  exports  have  suffered  a  heavy  decline  amounting  to 
42  per  cent,  while  those  of  Germany  have  increased  by  22  per  cent.  Eliminating  Germany  in  order 
to  compare  identical  markets  it  is  seen  that  the  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  other  protected 
foreign  markets  are  now  £645,000  less  than  those  from  Germany  ;  in  1895  there  was  a  British  excess 
of  £6,000,000. 


In  the  trade  with  British  Empire  markets  there  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  case  of  Exports  to  British 
the  United  Kingdom.    The  increase  in  German  exports  has  also  been  large  but  most  of  it  is  due  Empire  Markets 
to  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom.

The  returns  of  the  exports  of  woollen  goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  are  divided  into  three  United  Kingdom 
categories  according  to  the  stage  of  manufacture,  viz:   (1)  tops,  shoddy,  &c.  ;   (2)  yarns  and  (3)  Exports 
manufactures.

It  will  bo  seen  that  the  continuous  tendenry  has  been  towards  a  lessened  proportion  in  the 
exportation  of  manufactured  goods  and  an  increasinl  ])roportion  of  yarns  and  tops  more  particularly 
in  the  case  of  countries  possessing  prot'M-tive  tariffs  designed  to  create  and  support  native  woollen 
industries.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  chief  export  markets  for  British  wool  tops,  shoddy,  &c.,  are  foreign  Topi,  etc.' 
Countries,  the  exports  to  British  possessions  amounting  in  1907  to  less  than  £100,000  out  of  a 
total  of  £3,438,000.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  trade  is  with  the  principal  protected  markets  on 
the  Continent.  The  trade  has  grown  very  rapidly  from  £1,292,000  in  1895  to  £3,438,000  in  1907. 
Some  of  this  increase  is  no  doubt  due  to  higher  prices  in  the  later  year,  but  even  when  allow- 
ance is  made  for  this  a  large  development  remains. 

Practically  the  whole  export  trade  in  yarns  is  with  foreign  countries,  the  exports  to  British  Yarnf* 
possessions  amounting  to  £349,000  out  of  a  total  of  £8,570,000  in  1907  as  compared  with 
£99,000  out  of  £5,581,000  in  1885.  Two-thirds  of  the  trade  in  1907  was  with  Germany. 
—£5,662,000  as  compared  with  £4,183,000  in  1895  and  £2,304,000  in  1885.  Other  important 
foreign  markets  are  : — Russia  £587,000  in  1907  as  compared  with  £185,000  in  1885  ;  Belgium 
£314,000  as  compared  with  £311,000  in  1885.  The  figures  relating  to  the  export  trade  with  Holland, 
France  and  the  United  States  show  a  considerable  decline,  but  some  of  the  exports  credited  to 
Holland  in  1885  were  destined  for  Germany.  The  French  decrease  is  from  £869,000  in  1885  to 
£420,000  in  1907,  and  the  United  States  decrease  is  from  £145,000  to  £6,000. 

A  large  portion  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  British  exports  of  woollen  manufactures  Woollen 
since  1895  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased  prices  for  raw  wool.*     It  will  be  seen  that  the  exports  Manutacturei 
to  principal  protected  countries  were  in  1907  £3  millions  less  than  in  1885  and  £5  millions  less  than  Decline  in  Trade 
in  1895.     Most  of  this  decline  is  in  the  trade  with  the  United  States.     The  comparatively  low  with  United  States 
duties  of  the  Wilson  Tariff  were  in  force  in  1895  when  the  British  exports  to  the  United  States 
reached  £6,684,000.     In  1897  the  high  duties  of  the  Dingley  Tariff  caused  a  considerable  drop  in 
the  trade,  and  in  1907  the  exports  to  the  Unitid  States  were  £1,557,000  or  less  than  one-quarter 
of  the  value  in  1895. f 

The  trade  with  other  groups  of  markets  has  increased.  With  neutral  foreign  markets  such 
as  South  America  the  increase  has  been  nearly  £3  millions  in  the  last  twenty  years  ;  with  British 
Possessions  the  increase  is  £3,300,000  since  1885  and  £4,400,000  since  1895.  The  large  increase 
in  the  last  twelve  years  is  mainly  due  to  the  recovery  of  the  Canadian  market  upon  the  operation 
of  the  Canadian  Preference  which  began  in  1897.

The  increase  in  the  exports  of  woollen  goods  to  all  markets  from  Germany  between  1890  German  Export! 
and  1907  was  from  £13,300,000  to  £18,100,000.     These  totals  comprise  £1,900,000  of  woollen 
yarns  and  £11,400,000  of  manufactures  in  1890  as  against  £3,700,000  and  £14,400,000  respectively 
in  1907. 

Thus  by  value  the  manufactures  represented  85  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  1890  and  80  per 
cent,  in  1907.  In  the  case  of  exports  to  the  British  Empire  the  ])roportion  of  manufactures  to 
the  total  has  fallen  from  89  to  87  per  cent.  ;  to  the  European  Treaty  States  from  71  to  64  per 
cent.  ;  and  to  the  principal  Protected  Markets  including  the  United  States  from  80  to  75  per  cent. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  exports  of  yarns  have  increased  more  rapidly  than  manufactures  to 
each  group  of  markets.

While  therefore  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  ])roportion  of  German  woollen  cxport.s  to 
the  principal  protected  markets  mainly  on  account  of  the  United  States,  there  has  been  an  increase 
to  the  Treaty  States. 

The  woollen  export  trade  of  the  United  States  has  not  yet  reached  large  dimensions,  though 
it  has  shown  rapid  growth.  In  1907,  excluding  wearing  apparel,  it  was  of  the  value  of 
£115,0(X)  as  against  £74,000  in  1895  and  £49,000  in  1885.  The  principal  market  is  Canada  which 
takes  about  one-third  the  total  export.  The  Canadian  trade  has  grown  from  £25,000  in  1885  and 
£22,000  in  1895  tj  £39,000  in  1907.

The  German  exports  of  leather  and  manufactures  thereof  have  increased  by  £4  millions  Gertnaa  Exports 
since  1895  and  now  amount  to  £11,600,000.    The  large  increase  in  the  German  exports  of  leather  is 
mainly  due  to  the  Treaty  States  to  which  Germany  sends  more  than  one-half  of  her  leather  exports 
and  more  than  one-fourth  of  her  leather  manufactures.

The  United  States  and  France  are  the  largest  foreign  protected  markets.  Australasia  is 
by  far  the  largest  market,  the  exports  thereto  in  1907  being  of  the  value  of  £885,000,  but  they 
were  £1,154,000  in  1888.  The  difference  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  large  increase  in  the 
Australasian  trade  of  both  Germany  and  the  United  States  in  recent  years.  India  is  a  rapidly 
growing  market,  and  is  next  in  importance  to  Australasia.  The  exports  to  India  were  of  the  value 
of  £471,fM)()  in  1907,  as  against  £191,000  in  1895,  and  £256,000  in  1885.  Canada  took  £248,000 
worth  of  British  paper  and  stationery  in  1907  ;  the  trade  is  nearly  four  times  as  large  as  it  was  ten 
years  ago.

The  largest  single  market  is  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  British  Empire  is  the  largest 
group  of  markets.  The  trade  with  the  European  Treaty  States  has  increased  more  rapidly  than 
that  with  any  other  group  of  markets,  and  the  trade  with  the  United  States  comes  next  in  the  rate 
of  growth.  Since  1890  the  increases  in  the  German  export  trade  have  been  with  the  Treaty  States 
by  245  per  cent.  ;  with  the  United  States  by  170  per  cent.  ;  with  protected  foreign  markets 
generally,  140  per  cent.  ;  with  the  British  Empire  as  a  whole,  98  per  cent.  ;  with  Australasia  alone 
by  243  per  cent.  ;  and  with  the  British  East  Indies,  374  per  cent.  Canada  is  as  yet  only  a  small 
market  for  German  paper  exports.

Measured  by  exports  the  chemical  industry  of  Germany  has  made  far  greater  advance  than  that  Chemicals 
of  the  United  Kingdom  or  the  United  States.  Between  1890  and  1907  the  German  exports  have 
risen  from  £11  to  £25  millions  or  126  per  cent.  In  the  case  both  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States  it  is  possible  to  carry  the  comparison  back  to  1885,  and  it  is  seen  that  the  British 
exports  have  increased  from  1885  to  1907  by  £8  millions,  or  nearly  90  per  cent.,  while  those  of 
the  United  States  have  increased  by  £3  millions,  or  360  per  cent.

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  most  important  single  market  for  German  glass  and  glassware 
and  the  British  Empire  is  the  largest  group  of  markets.  Moreover,  since  1890  the  trade  with 
the  British  Empire  has  increased  more  rapidly  than  that  with  any  other  group.  As  compared 
with  1895,  however,  a  more  rapid  increase  is  shown  in  the  trade  with  the  Treaty  States.  The 
United  States  is  an  important  market  for  German  glassware,  but  the  trade  is  considerably  less  than 
in  1890  though  there  has  been  a  steady  recovery  since  1900. 

Of  the  United  States  exports  about  one-half  go  to  foreign  markets  and  one-half  to  the  British  United  Stales 
Empire,  that  is  to  say  principally  Canada.    The  trade  with  Canada  has  increased  from  £53,000  Exports 
in  1885  to  £189,000  in  1907  or  more  than  3|  times.

The  United  States  is  the  largest  single  market  for  German  exports  as  it  is  for  British,  but 
whereas  the  British  exports  have  declined,  those  from  Germany  have  considerably  increased.  In 
1895  British  exports  to  the  United  States  were  more  than  double  those  of  Germany  ;  they  are  now 
only  about  two-fifths  as  large.  The  German  exports  to  the  Treaty  States  are  expanding  steadily, 
and  arc  now  three  times  as  large  as  in  1890  and  twice  as  large  as  in  1895.  The  German  trade  with 
Australasia  was  insignificant  twelve  years  ago,  and  now  amounts  to  £164,000.  The  trade  with 
Canada  is  more  than  five-fold  what  it  was  in  1895  despite  the  Canadian  surtax. 

The  trade  of  the  United  States  is  one-half  with  the  British  Empire  and  one-half  with  Foreign  United  States 
Countries,  but  is  still  of  relatively  S)nall  dimensions.  Exports 


(15)  Musical  Instruments 

The  German  exports  of  musical  instruments  are  eleven  times  those  of  the  British  and  have  Exports  of 

increased  by  over  80  per  cent,  in  the  last  twelve  years.    The  United  States  exports  have  trebled  in  Musical

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The  exjjorts  from  Germany  also  showed  a  decline  up  to  1895,  but  a  very  large  and  steady  German  Exports 
advance  has  since  taken  place.    The  principal  increases  since  1890  have  been  to  British  Empire 
markets  (by  £253,000  or  28  per  cent.),  to  the  Treaty  States  (by  £515,000  or  197  per  cent.),  and  to 
other  European  Covmtries  (by  £139,000  or  nearly  60  per  cent.).  There  is  a  decline  in  the  trade  with 
■che  United  States  during  the  same  period  of  £206,000  or  42  per  cent.    The  details  are  as  follow  : —
